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ORDINANCES. 


The following Ordinance are published | 
for the information and guidance of our | 
settlers: 

FIRES. 

An Ordinance to Amend and Consolidate, 
as Amended, the several Ordinances 
Respecting Prairie and Forest Fires. 

( Paxsed, November 19th, 1887.) 


Be it enacted by the Lieut.-Governor 
ot the Northwest Territories, in Council, 
as follows:— 

1, Any person who kindles or places, 
or is @ party to kindling or placing fire 
in the open air in any part of the Terri- 
tories, except for camp or domestic pur- 
poses, or for clearing land in the months 
of December, January, February, or 
March, except as hereinafter provided, 
shall on comviction thereof pay a fine net 
exceeding $200, with costs of prosecu- 
tion, and in default of payment be im- 
prisoned for a term not exceeding six 
months. Provided always that a person 
may at any time kindle a fire if he has 
present during the whole time of the 
burning six persons with proper appli. 
ances for putting out fires, or without 
such assistance, inside a ploughed break 
not less than ten feet wide. 


2. Any person who kind !es or isa party 
to kindling a fire in the open air for any 
of the purposes allowed in the next pre- 
ceding section, and allows such fire to 
escape, shall, om conviction, be liable to 
a fine not exceeding $100, with costs of 
prosecution; and in default of payment, 


be imprisoned for a term not exceeding | and the 


three months. 


Northwest Government, and shall be free 
to the inspection of all persons interest- 
ed), and shall furnish to any person, on 
application, a certifiod copy of any brand 
80 recocded, which certificate shall be 
deemed evidence in law. 

7. Any person using a like brand in 
the position or place recorded by another, 
or obliterating, altering or defacing the 
recorded brand of any other persen, shall 
be liable on conviction in a summary 
manner, before a Justice of the Peace, to 
a fine of not mere than $100, and in de- 
fault of payment of such fine to impri- 
sonment not exceeding forty days for 
each offence. 

8. It shall be the duty of every person 
who sells stock to another party to brand 
such stock with a vent brand, which vent 
brand shall not in any case be placed in 
such a position as to obliterate or efface 
the original brand, and where any such 
vent brand shall have been branded as 
above, it shall be prima facie evidence of 
sale or transfer. 

9. Every person recording a brand shal! 
also at the same record and register his 
vent brand. 

10. If any person hereafter shall brand 
or cause to be brauded any stock the 
property of another person, without that 
other person's consent, he shall pay the 
owner of the same three times the value 
of the animal so branded, and any such 
owner may sue for and recover the same 
in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

11. The owner of any recorded brand 
may, by writing, transfer the same to 
any person, who may record the transfer, 
transferee shall have thereafter 
al] the rights of the person who first 


3. Nothing in this Ordinance shall bar | recorded it. 


or prevent the owner of private property 
from recovering damages from any of- 
fender agaiust the first and second sec- 
tions of this Ordinance. 


4. Prosecutions under this Ordinance 
shall be iu a summary manver. 


5. The Lieut.-Governor may appoint 
tire guardians having the power to en- 
force the provisions of this Ordinance, 
who, together with all magistrates, shall 
bave the power to call out any male per- 
son within five miles of prairic fires, to 
proceed at once, and help to extinguish 
said fire, and any person refusing to do 
so shall be liable to a fine of $10. 


6. It shall be the duty of all peace 
officers, upon view of any infraction of 
any of the enactments of this Ordinance, 
forthwith to arrest the effender, and 
without warrant bring him before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace to be dealt with accord- 
ing to law. 

7. Ordinances No. 21 of 1885 and No. 
18 of 1886 are hereby repealed. 


MARKING OF STOCK. 

Au Ordinance to Amend and Consolidate 
as Amended the Marking of Stock 
Ordinace, 1884. 

[Passed Nov, 19th, 1886.] 

Be it enacted by the Lieut,-Governor 
of the Northwest Territories, in Council, 
as follows:— 

1. In this Ordinance the word “ brand’ 
shall mean brand or mark or vent brand, 
and the word “* stock ” shall include any 
horse, mule, ass, swine, sheep or gost, as 
well as any neat cattle or animal ef the 
bovine especies. 

2. The Lieut.-Governor may, whenever 
he thinke it desirable that the provisions 
of this Ordinance should apply to any 


part of the Northwest Territories, set | to 


apart by proclamation any portion there- 
of, to form and be known as a stock diss 
trict, and designated by a number, com- 
mencing with ‘‘one,” and 80 on, as 
different districts are set apart. 

3. The Lieut.-Governor shall name a 
person who shall be recordar of brands 
for the district so formed, whoxe office 
shall be kept at a place to be designated 
by the Lieut;-Governor. 

4. The Lieut. -Governor shall name two 
euitable persons, who, together with the 
recorder, shali form a Brand Committee 
for the district. 

5. The Brand Committee shall meet at 
the office of the Recorder of Brands at 
least once im every month to consider ap- 
plications for recorded brands according

13. The following fees shall be payable 
to the recorder: for recording each brand, 
$2; foreach certified eopy of every re- 
corded brand, 50c; for every search for 
brand, 25c. 

14. The Recorder shall, on the Ist day 
of the month of January and July in each 
year, make a return to the Lieutenant- 
Governor, worded on oath before a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, showing the 
emoluments of his office during the six 
monthe next preceding. 

. 15. All brands or marke recorded by 
Charles E. D. Wood, acting as Recorder 
of Marks for Stock District No. 1, are 
hereby ratified and confirmed as properly 
recorded under Ordinance No. 14 of 1884 

17. Ordinance No. 14 of 1884 is hereby 
repealed, 

18. This Ordinance may be cited as
